Israelis 
seal Arab 
houses in 
West Bank 

TEL AVIV, May 26 ( Agencies} — Israeli 
troops sealed two houses and one apartment 
in the occupied West Bank dty of Nablus as 
punishment for the fircbombing of an Israeli 
bus. the military command announced Mon- 
day. 

There were no injuries in the bombing 
inddent but the military government meted 
out the collective punishment in accordance 
with a recent "tough hand" policy in the 
occupied territories. A statement said the 
people who threw the firebombs had lived in 
the dwellings that were sealed. The policy 
was instituted after a bloody Palestinian 
ambush on May 2, in whidi six Israelis died 
and 16 were wounded in Hebron. The milit- 
ary government also expelled Hebron's 
Mayor Fatad Oawasmeh: Hebron reli^ous 
judge Sheikh Tamimi and nearby Halhmil 
Mayor Muharrunad Milhelm following the 
attadt. 

On Sunday the army appointed the deputy 
mayors to replace the deportees. Hebron 
Deputy Must^a Natshe and Halhonl deputy 
Muhammad Hijazi Majadieh have said they 
would only act as mayors until the deportees 
return. 

The deportees brought their case to the 
United Nations which condemned the expui- 
rions. When they attempted to remrn to the 
West Bank via the Allenby Brit^ from Jor- 
dan they were locked and Israel said the 
mayors would never be allowed back. 

Writer the municipal coundl of Gaza sent 
telegrams to U.S. President Jimmy Carter. 
United Nations Secretary General Kurt Wal- 
dheim and Israeli Prime Minister Menahera 
Begin protesting against Israeli plans to build 
six new Jeuish settlements in the occupied 
Gaza Strip. 

Mayor Rasbad Shawa said the decisioi} to 
build the settlements was a blow to peace. "It 
does not create suitable ccHiditions for co- 
existence between Jews and Palestinians and 
is cruel and inhuman." he said. 

FivekiUed 
in Lebanese 
town of Zonk 

BEIRUT. May 26 (Agencies) — At least 
five rivilians were killed and 15 wounded 
Monday during a rocket duel between riv;d 
groups of conservative Christian militia fight- 
ing for control of Zouk. a village 40 km north 
of here, conservative sources said. 

According to sources close to the conserva- 
tive Fhalangist Kataeb party, whose forces 
bold the rillage, the fighting started after an 
attempt was made to infiltrate it by former 
President Suleiman Franjieh's Marada 
militia. 

It was Marada rocket fire on Douk and the 
adjacent villages of Nisreh. Dahr, Abi- Yaghi, 
and Mayfouk that killed the five civilians, the 
sources said. By noon Monday all fighting in 
the area had ceased, reliable sources 
reported. 

Relations deteriorated between the 
Kataeb party and Franjieh's Marada after his 
son. Tony, was murdered by a Phalangist 
commando in June 1978 and he himself 
withdrew from the coalition of conservative 
parties forming the Lebanese front. The 
Marada, who subsequently drove the 
Phalangists from northern Lebanon, have 
been accused by the Kataeb party of seeking 
to extend their tenitory fur^er south. 

Police was unable to determine the cause 
of Monda/s flare-up but confirmed a cease- 
fire effected since 0900 local time (0700 
GMT). The right-wing Phalangist radio 
accus^ rival i^tist militias supporting 
Franjieh of responability. Earlier Monday, 
the radio said a pro-Franjieh armed group 
tried to infiltrate the region but w*as reptUsed 
by army troops.

BADEA loans drop 15%

JEDDAH. May 26 — The .Arab Bank 
for Economic Development in Africa 
(BADEA). an Afro- Arab eJTort tosireng- 
then economic, rinancial and technical 
co(^eration. recorded a 1 S per cent drop 
in traal dollars loaned during 1979, 
according to the bank's annual report 
received here Monday. 

The report blamed "a relative exhaus- 
tion of project possibilities," a slow 
development period for some agricultural 
projects, and political upheavals in some 
African countries for the dedinc. Bank 
loan commitments to eigth African coun- 
tries during 1979 totalled $49.07 million 
(U.S.). Tltc $49 million figure is well 
below the $66 million average loaned 
from 1975 through 1979. 

The bank, which works dosely with 
other Arab finandal institutions, lists the 
Kingdom of Saudi Arabia as its largest 
shareholder, with slightly more than 24 
per cent of the BADEA shares. Saudi 
Arabia's share of the bank‘s$73B.25 rail- 
lioD in subscribed capital as of Dec. 31. 
1979. was$I80 nullioD. BADE.A’s board 
of directors consists of 1 1 members rep- 
resenting Saudi Arabia. Kuwait, the 
United Arab Emirates. Syria. Iraq. 
Algeria. Palestine. Oaiar. Libya. Morocco 
and Egypt, although Egypt's membership 
was suspended during the fifth annu^ 
board of direaor's meeting in April of 
1979. 

Organized in accordance with decisions 
made at the 1973 Arab summit confer- 
ence in Algiers. BADEA began opera- 
tions eajly in 1975. The bank is unusual 
amoj^ world banking institutions in that 
its coital flows largely from .Arab League 
ccHintries to members of the Organization 
of African unity not included in the Arab 
League. The bank's five-year commit- 
ment to 32 of 40 African countries eligible 
fcH* assistance totaled $33 1 .68 million as of 
Dec. 31, 1979. BADE.A continued to 
work dosely with other Arab dev’clop- 
ment inaiuitioiis during 1979. the report 
says, with 46 per cm of its financial com- 
rnimiems. amounting to $135 nzillioo. 
involved in co-finaocing arrangements 
witii one of several oonperaiivc Arab 
banking funds. The Arab banking insiini- 
tiois working with BADEA include the 
Iriamic Development Bank, the OPEC 
Spedal Fund and the Special Arab Aid 
Fund for Africa. A look at the total dollar 
amount of loans co-financed with other 
Arab banks shows BAOEA's share at 
12.5 per cent. That means that one in 
every eight dollars involved in these joint 
projects came from BADEA. 

TTie annual report shows a priority was 
given to countries in the Sahel, one of 
Africa's least developed areas. The Sahel 
belt of sub-Saharan coumries has serious 
needs in a^cultu re. manufacturing indus- 
try. roads, energy and economic infras- 
tructure development. BADEA has tried 
to forecast the needs of coumries within its 
loan area by developing a lO-year plan for 
the years 1 980- J 989. 


The 1979 report shciw-s the bank's 
paid-up capital stood at S 640.25 million, 
or 87 per cent of the subscribed capital as 
of Dec. 31. Disbursements of loans had 
reacbedS 1 1 7.85 million, or 36 per cent of 
the total commitment. The bank's liquid- 
ity ratio stood at 169 per cent at year’s 
end. reflecting " a sound financial posi- 
tion." the report said. BADEA's direc- 
tors hope to continue operations over the 
next five years without bringing in addi- 
tional capital through borrowing or 
increasing the bank's stock. Nonetheless, 
only eight African countries beaefmed 
from BADEA aid in 1979. as compared 
with 1 9 in 1 978 and 29 in the 1 975* 1 977 
period. 

The bank's largest loans during 1979 
went to the West African countries of Mali 
and Angola, recipients ofS 20 million of 
theS 49 million loaned last year. Angola's 
$ 10 million loan will aid in the rehabilita- 



tion of the country's Lnbito railway, a 
1 J48 kilometer line running east to west 
across the country. The loan covering the 
first phase of the project will be used to 
finance the purchase or rolling stock and 
diesel units, rehabilitate track, reinforce 
bridges and modernize workshops. 

The Angola project is a good example 
of BADEA's work in Africa, because the 
country has been badly hurt by the closing 
of the railway during its 1 975 war of liber- 
ation. Neighboring Zambia and Zaire also 
suffered grave economic damage to their 
international trade when the railway 
closed. Zambia is entirely landlocked, and 
Zaire has only a narrow opening to the 
sea. sri resioraiion of the Lobito railway 
will create much more favorable economic 
conditions for the entire region. 

AnotberS 10 million loan went to Mali 
for construction and upgrading of roads 
covering the Mali part of the Trans- 
Saharan highway, regarded as an essential 
clement in regional economic integration. 
The highway will contribute to the 
deveJ<>pmenl of trade within the region 
among the countries it serves. BADEA 
cofinanced the road improvement pr«.> 
ject. expected to be completed in 1984. 

Other African loan reripients during 
1979 were Kenya. Lesotho. Guinea. 
Gambia, and the Comors and Cape Verde 
islands.

Inflation alarms 
Kingdom ^Germany 

JUVADH. May 26 (SPA) — Saudi Arabia 
and West Germany Monday pledged to con- 
tinue working together for a stable intema- 
tional currency' system that will help increase 
world economic dev'clopment. 

The two countries set forth their views on 
the present currency system in a joint press 
communique issued in Riyadh Monday after 
talks between German Finance Minister 
Hans Marthoefer and Finance and National 
Economy Minister Sheikh Muhammad Aba 
Al Khail. The two expressed fears about ris- 
ing inflation rates and applauded efforts to 
curtail inflation now rampant, in some coun- 
tries. 

The press communique said the two minis- 
ters exchanged views on various international 
issues and relations between the two coun- 
tries "which are based on understanding and 
confidence reflected in the Saudi-German. 
Joint Economic Cooperation Committee and 
the frequent contacts between the two gov- 
ernments and businessmen of both sides." 

Maithoefer commended the constructive 
role played by the Kingdom in bringing about 
political and economic stability both in the 
Middle East and the world at large. He repor- 
tedly agreed with Saudi Arabia's finance 
minister that new ways must be found to 
finance existing deficits In the current balance 
of payments because of present imbalances. 

Member countries of the European 
Economic Community recently a^^eed to 
cuts in oil-based energy consumption, and 
this subject was also covered in talks between 
the two ministers, They urged acceptance of 
the 'Tong-term economic facts, especially by 
doubling efforts to C'vnscrve energy." Matth- 
oefer said it is important that the acceptance 
of these economic facts should not be inter- 
fered with either by changing the amount of 
oil available to world markets or by changing 
prices charged for available oil. 

The talks also covered a proposal before 
the International Monetary Fund to revise 
the world currency system. The ministers cal- 
led on the fund to play a greater role in the 
future and explore new ways of financing bal- 
ance of payments deficits. They pledged 
cooperation with the fund to help achieve 
these objectives. Also discussed were prob- 
lems aCfecting developing countries due to 
present trends in international growth. Both 
ministers expressed a desire to increase assis- 
tance to these needy countries. Matthoefer 
said West Germany will continue to increase 
economic aid to underdeveloped countries, 
and Aba Al Khail showed the West German 
finance minister Saudi Arabia's budgeted 
allocations for foreign aid.

June 2. Channel 7 manager Ed Thomas 
rejected the cattlemen's union request.

Autonomy, EEC peace moves to dominate Mubarak-Thatcher talks 
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LONDON. May 26 (R) — Egyptian 
Vice-President Hosni Mubarak is expected 

to arrive hereTuesday to hold talks with Brit- 
ish Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher on the 
Arab-lsraeli dispute after earlier meetings 
witii West German and American leaders. 

Mubarak will undoubtedly brief Mrs. 
Thatcher on bis discussions with President 
T imm y Cotter in Washington and West Ger- 
man ministers in Bonn on the suspended 
Egyptian-Israeli negotiations on Palestinian 
autonomy. Informed sources say he may also 
meet w-ith British Foreign Secretary Lord 
Clafrington and Deputy Foreign Minister Sir 
Ian Gilmour, who visited Cairo for discus- 
sions earlier this month. 

Mubarak's expected vial will come after 
»veral days of hectic diplomatic activity by 
Egyptian rqjreseniativesin Western capitals. 
British West German and other European 
community foreign miniswrs wiU use the 
i^yptian discussions during reports to a 
nm^nation Common Marketsummit in Ven- 
ice next month. The summit will discuss what 
kind of role the European community may be 
able to play in helping bring about a com- 


prehensive Middle East peace settlement. 

Mubarak conferred with West German 
Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich Genscherin 
Borui Monday after arriring from Washing- 
ton. a Bonn foreign ministry spokesman said. 
According to Egyptian embassy sources. 
Mubarak carried a message for Chancellor 
Helmut Sdimidt from Egyptian President 
Anwar SadaL Mubarak also delivered a letter 
from Sadat to President Carter during his 
visit to Washington. The letter reporte^y 
explains Egypt's reasons for su^nding 
Egyptian-Jsraeli negotiations on Palestinian 
autoncxny. Mubarak held detailed discu^ 
sions on the Middle East situation with Presi- 
dent Carter during his Washington risk. 

Egypt's flurry of diplomatric activity is 
further explained in an interview published 
Monday in the Washington Post and News - 
Hvek magazine. The interview' quotes Sadat 
as saying he wants the United States to stock- 
pile weapons in Egypt. Sadat said the plan to 
stockpile weapons would be the first step 
toward establishing "a new planning and a 
new strategy" for American moves to 
counter Soviet expansion in the area. 


'* 1 am not asking for American bases or 
American soldiers." Sadat said. " 1 have a 
million-man army." The Egyptian leader 
indicated that stockpiling arms, including 
F-15 fighrers. as pan of America's acquisi- 
tk>D erf military facilities to serve its planned 
rapid intervention force of two airbv^rne divi- 
sions. will not antagonize Egyptian national- 
ists. 

Egypt and the U.S. have an agreement to 
furnish spare parts for various weapons. 
Sadat said another agreement is being 
studied that would provide for joint produc- 
tion of fighter planes and helicopters. 

Auihoritics have also indicated that talks 
are already underway to build a success(»r lo 
the 1^15 in Egypt for the arsenals of develop- 
ing countries. This would make Egypt an 
important arms exporter. President Sadat 
said all his moves are supported by 95.5 per 
cent of the Egyptian people. 

If it h less than this. I shall leave my 
post,” he said. ** The Shah of Iran never 
esjctyed such public backing before his over- 
throw, Without this support. 1 could never 
have taken a decision to say that 1 am ready lo 


let the United States have facilities to reach

“If nothing else, this year has shown that 
you cannot decided the fote the Palesti- 
nians against the express wishes of die Pales- 
tinians,'* said a political scientist at the 
American Univeraty here. 

Since the laUrs began, bombs, ballets, 
strikes and demonstrations in the Israeli- 


occupied West Bank and the Gaza Strip have 
serv^ as reminders that die vast majority of 
the 1.50 minion Palestinians directly con- 
cerned are bitterly opposed to the autonomy 
project 

They see it as a guise for continued Israeli 
occupation and say that Israel. Egypt and the 
Unit^ States are not competent to discuss 
Palestinian affairs. 

Most West Bank Palestinians look for 
leadership to the Palestine Uberation Organ- 
ization (PLO), recognized mcne than 100 
states as tbe sole legal representative oi the 
world's estimated four million Palestinians. 

"Tbe U.S. and Israel say they are offering 
os autimioiity,** PLO Chair man Yasser Arafot 
said in a recent inteiview. “But it is not self- 
rule. It is self-administration, and 1 call it 
garbage. 

"The Israelis have control of everything, 
event tbe sources of water (in the West Ba^ 
and Gaza). Give me an example anywhere In 
die worid where a village does not control its 
own drinking water." Arafat said. 

“Making predications in the Middle East is 
a risky bi^ess," said a Western diplomat. 
“But it is probably a safe bet that widiin those 
ffve years. Camp David as we know it will 
have died a quiet death.*' 

The Camp David accords made no provi- 
sion for the more than 2.S million Palesti- 
nians who live outside the West Bank and 
Gaza, scattered around the worid as a result 
of the exodus vtiiicb followed the 1 948 establ- 
Mhiwen* of fotael. 
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Qaddafi hits 
France over 
Africa policy 

BEIRUT, 26 (R) — Libyan leader 
Col. Muammar Qaddafi has strongly 
attacked France over its policy in Fren^ 
yaking African countries and said jimperi- 
aJists were trying to keep Africa underde- 
veloped. 

The Lit^an News Agracy Jana, reportii^ 
this Sunday, said Qaddafi was addressing 
African ambassadors aud representatives of 
liberation movements in Tripoli on the occa- 
sion of Africa Day. 

It quoted Qaddafi as saying: “Inqierialist 
policy is aimed at continuing to explrat Africa 
and keejnng the Africans underdeveicqied." 
He said imperialist countries were ^ter- 
mined to make the independence of African 
states a ffction. 

“For example, France still ooosideis the 
French-iqi efllfing African group as colonies. 
It is a F^endi tradition to convene these coun- 
tries each year so diat France may make sure 
they follow its policy.” he said. 

Qaddafi said imperialism was trying to 
keep its languages in official use in Africa to 
preserve impei^st interests. 

“On this 17di Africa Day, 1 accordingly 
msh to declare that we must not recognize 
either the French or the En glish language," 
he added. “ Recognize only our original Afri- 
can language, namely Arabic, Hausa, Swahili 
and Agaric." 

He said tiiat if France confined its aid to 
French-speaking countries, then TYipoli 
wcmld consider restrictii^ Libyan finandal 
assistance to states which received no French 
help. 

“But we are aware that France is explrath^

We took office with an 
inflation rate of 20 per cent and now it is over 
100 per cent." Weizman said. 

Weizman offidally quit over a plan to cut 
spending on defense in an effort to curb infla- 
tion. but he said this was merely the final 
issue. 

He favored a more moderate position in 
the Palestinian autonomy talks whh Egypt 
and be opposed tbe govermnentfs policy of 
setting up Jewitii s^ements in densely- 
p<q>ulated areas of the West bank.

Otiier changes in the con- 
stitution, notably one makiDg it possible for 
the king's successor to ascend the throne at 
the age of 16, were adopted by a 99.71 per 
cent vote in favor in a referendum last Friday.

But Vietnam and the Soviet Union, 
who back the Heng Samrin government in 
Phnom Penh against guerrillas loyal to die 
ousted Kfaieu Samphan administration, 
turned dotwn invitations to attend. 


They said the meetings aims were political 
rather than h umanitarian, aldiough Western 
dq^omats said political problems underiytng 
Cambodia's material hardships would only 
be mentioned in pasting. 

The absence of Vietnam thwarted eariier 
hopes that the meeting mi^t obtain its assur- 
ance that food would react needy areas, dip- 
lomatic sources said. 

Informed sources said the Soviet Union 
would send an crfjserver to the talks which are 
being sponsored by the United Nations at the 
request of the Assodatum of Soudi East 
Nations Asian (ASEAN). 

ASEAN, which groups Indonesia, 
Malaysia, the Philippines, Singapore and 
Thailand, feats that famine in Cambodia win 
drive tens of tiiousands more hungry people 
to tile Thai fironser. 

The liuemational Red Cross comimttee 
estimates that between SOO.OOO and 700,000 
refugees are already reoehming food aid on 
' the Thai border.

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THE ONLY VIABLE PEACE 

Monday marked the expiry of the deadline for the so- 
called Palestinian autonomy talks between Egypt and Isxael, 
conducted with the participation of their “full partner'', the 
United States. As was expected, the talks came to nothing. In 
fact, Egypt suspended its paxtidpation last week, in the face of 
Israefs constant provocation, its insistence on retaming con- 
trol oftbroccupied territories, and its accelerating coloniza- 
tion of them. The talks, in fact, were doomed from the start. 
They were the issue of the unjust Camp David approach to the 
Palestinian problem; an approach rejected outright by ail the 
other parties to it, especially the people most concerned, the 
Palestinians. 

Hie occasion was marked, aptly, by the resignation of 
Ezer Weizman, Israets minister of defense — the last in a long 
line of resignations, all of them more or less connected with 
the direction of the talks and the clear impasse they were 
heading to. In Israel and the United States, Mosbe Dayan and 
Cyrus Vance have already gone. In Egypt, Ismail Fahmi, 
Muhammad Riad, Muhammad Ibrahim Kamel, Gen. Gamasi 
and, most recendy. Dr. Mustapha Khalil — have all realized 
that it would be better not to assodate their names with this 
“peace initiative" any longer. All had the feeling that the ship 
was sinking and that it was time to scurry out of.it. 

vrai the impressive casualty list make the parties con- 
cerned change their mind about their approach to peace in the* 
Middle East? Almost certainly not. They are expected to 
agree on a further six months' extension, although they are 
well aware that nothing positive will be accomplished thereby. 
The reasons for this are various. The Americans need the time 
to get them over the presidential elections and the paralysis 
this imposes on their policy-making. The Israelis can always 
use more time to tighten their grip on the occupied territories. 
Egypt, or at least the offidal leadership, has nothing further to 
lose, and has to soldier on regardless. 

The tiiree parties to the Camp David approach have built 
their hopes on an evasion of one simple and dedsive truth, one 
which was articulated with admirable darity by Crown P^ce 
Fabd in his interview with ibcWashingtOH Post. This was that the 
only viable peace settlement is one which is based on complete 
Israeli withdrawal from the occupied territories, induding 
Jerusalem, so that the Palestinians can determine their politi- 
cal fate therein in complete freedom. There can be no real 
peace in the area until the historic injustice inflicted on ^e 
Palestinians is removed, and their legitimate rights, including 
the right to an independent state are recognized. 


Defense row splits French government

PARIS — 

A fierce dd^ate over fiiture defense alliance has 
led to a three-way split among French government 
parties. President Valery Giscard (fEstaing has 
promised to reveal this summer his overall strategy 
until the end oi the century. 

Pressure for a return to an Atlantic defense poU^ 
is being led by the Union of French Democrat, the 
parties supporting tiie preadent. 

Agmnst them is the other govenuneot par^. the 
GaulUsts, who want a strengthening of the Gmillist 
doctrine that led to France's withdrawal from 
NATO's int^ated command 14 years ago. 

A third group of all-party deputies want France 
to join a Euri^ean defense system. Another issue is 
wbelber France should produce the neutron bomb. 
Giscard will probably dedde to do so. 

Giscard, who seeks re-election next year, bad 
hoped to draw up what he considers Che most 
important policy decision of his career in a calm 
atmosphere, but the Soviet invasion of Af^anistan 
and the series of nusuoderstaodings with the United 
States have been seized on by his own parties, who 
want Cauliist policy fundamcotsdly ^franged to ■ 
prove Frendi commi tment to die Atlantic Alliance. 

Giscarcfs Uoion'of French Democracy is the 
second-largest government group In parliameut 
after the Gaullists and until now has accepted a 
consensus view of France's independent defense 
system, with its nuclear deterrent based on long- 
range and tactical weapons. 


The consensus spilled over into the opposition, 
where the Communists are strong suppoiteis the 
independent deterrent and the Statists accept die 
mid^ strike force as a credible ddiense system. 

ZgDoring the domestic poUtical consequences cd 
pressuring Giscard to throw out h Qaullik doctrine 
tiiat could affect his election diances, the Union of 
Frendi Democraqr is supporting a return to dose 
co^eration widi the United States. It bases its 
demand on what it considers a revival of confronta- 
tion between die United States and the Soviet 
Union, with Moscow in a position of force. 

The Gaullists, w4io are in a position of strength in. 
both the defense ministry and the force, mean to 
reiDforceDeQaulle’sdoctruie.wfaidiisseeDastiie 
key to Frendi political influence. 

Ihe Defease Minister, Yvon Bouxges, and the 
defense chief, Gen. Guy Meiy, are boi£ campaign- 
ing strongly for the neutron bomb, which was 
developed in recent Frendi nudear tests in the 
Fadfic. 

The weapon, vriiich kUIs pec^e without seriously 
damaging property, is seen as a crucial addition to 
an independent deterrent that would inevitably be 
used in Europe. 

There seems'Uttle doubt tiiat Giscard wi0 at least 
give the go-ahe^ to further experiments with die 
bomb, as well as deciding on replacements for 
France' s medium- range atomic missiles, strategic 
A-bmnber force and five nudear submarines. But 
both the reinforcement of basic Gaulltst defmise 
strata or an mitris^t return to “ Atianticism " 
could be politically dangerous. 


Fiance is much dosm* to the United States and 
NATO than for i^y years. Apart from takmg part 
in tile political smictiire of die Atlantic AB^ce, 
French defense forces are dosely linked to NATO 
throu^ communications and tnunuig programs. 

But France does not take a front-line position in 
Europe. Is trot^ in West Germany are based near 
the French frontier, and its tank-mounted tactical 
nudear mtsales are just made France, wdiere they 
can reach only German territory. 

Since Giscardbasfrequendy implied thatpr^nt 
French military strata is inflexible, he may be 
tempted a halfway solution dose to the Euro- 
pean lobby, whiA wt^d like to resurrect the pzevi- 
oosly ill-fated European Defense Community fno- 
ject. 

Giscaxd's dqdomacy during the Afghan crisis, in 
whi^ he has rejected American pressures and 
spoken in fear of cmifirontation. undedines his 
belief that a multi-polar world is emerging rath^ 
than a confrontation of blocs. He Is trying to rein- 
force titis through alliances witit Arab countries and 
Africa. 

While Giscard has given no public indicadon of 
the way he is thinking, he could please both Gaul- 
Usts and Adantidsts by supporting die neutron 
bomb, while (Bering an increased Frendi militaiy 
presence in West Germany to onderiine a rammit- 
meot to the Atlantic Alliance. 

The only credible way to prove this commitment 
would be for French troqis to be stationed on the 
East German border, backed by tactical nudear.

Lausanne, Switzedand May 26 (R) — 
The Coal figures on wtiidi countries will 
attend die games wiQ be announced by die 
International Olympic Committee in 
Lausanne Tuesday.lhe United States has 
claimed success for its efforts to mount a 
boycott of the games as a protest against the 
Soviet intervention in Af^anistan. 

The Americans say at least 60 countries 
will boycott the games and only 71 are certain 
to go. But Soviet officials said 102 countries 
have said they will take part in the games and 
said the boycott attempt was a failure wfaidi 
dealt a severe blow to President Carter's pre- 
stige. 

Among the big countries jmning the 
American boycott are West Germany, China. 
Japan and f’anada. But the Soviet Union said 
the boycott attempt was a failure because a 
majority of nations would send teams to 
Moscow, including such traditional Ameil- 
cao allies as Australia. Britain. France, Italy 


and New Zealand. 

In Canberra, the president of the Amateur 
Athletics Union of Australia Alan McDonald 
Monday called on the Australian Olympic 
Federation ( AO^ to reconsider its dedsion 
to send a team to the Moscow Olympics. 

McDonald who- stressed he was speakii^ 
personally, told the Australian Associated 
Press (AAP) news agency in an interview he 
was surprised and drsappointed at the 
weekend decision of the federation. 


He said the decisioa means young people 
would be going against the wishes their 
government in attending tiie Olympics, and 
be hopes the federation will recoikider its 
poation. 

The Australian women's hockey and 
Equestrian teams have witirdrawn from the 
games and the federal goyemmeat of Prune 
I^mster Malcolm Fraser has strongly backed 
die U.S. boycott movement. 


Italian team escapes scandal 


MILAN, Italy <AP) — Italy’s soc^r 
“court” Monday cleared the mighty Juventiis 
team of Turin of any involvement in a 
nationwide game-fixing scandal, but it sus- 
pended from play for ^ree years Bologna's 
famous striker Giuseppe Savoldi. 

It was the second round the sentences 
handed down by the disdpiinaty commission 
of the soccer league. lo its first sentence the 
“courtf' relegated to the second league A.C 
Mflan. which won the 1979 title, and Paolo 
Ro^, the national team's star striker, u'as 
suspended from play for three years. 

In addition to Juvennis, the main defen- 
dant, the court in its latest dedsion also 
acquitted team President Gianviero 
Boniperti and coach Giovanni Trappatoni. 
Juventus has won.the league title 18 times, a 
record. Juventus could have been dropped to 
the second division if found guilty of a charge 
of pre-arranging a 1-1 tie in a match with 
Bologna last January to benefit an illegal bet- 
ting group. 

Bolc^a itself was penalized five points at 


the start of the next season for allegedly rig- 
ging a game with Avellino in February. 
Another Bologna player. Cario Petrini, was 
sn^Tended from play for three years while 
Bologna Preadent Tomasso Fabretti got a 
one-year suspension.

Generally qieakiiig, signals 
by the defendors t^e two 
forms — they are either 
po^ve or n^ative. Sgnals to 
eaA otter are among the 
inost valuable tools the 
ddesiders can anploy to hdp 
th^ overcome the natural 
handicap of defense. 

A iMsitlve signal is tbe iday 
of a card higher than 
necessary. Thus, if your 
partner leads the of a suit 
and you bold the AM, your 
play of the eight is a signal 
asking your partner to 
oontiDoe tbe suit. 


If yon played the deuce, 
bolding the AM, you'd be 
asking partner to stop pl^ii^ 
the suit. The deuce wo^ be a 
negative signal. . 

If you're out of a suit that's 
led, you can signal in another 
suit 1^ playing a high card of 
that side suit (positive) or a 
low card of that side suit 
(negative). 

It is vitally important to 
know bow to send agnals to 
partner and, also, bow to 
interpeet signals sent by your 
partner. Th^'s hand is an 
OTaityle of how the IKOCesS 
works. 

Let’s assome West leads a 
spade. Declarer wins in 
riimirty nitt Ite Queen, East 
playing the deuce, and leads 
tte tune of trumps to West’s 
queen. West thoa plays the ace 
of trumps <ni vttidi East 
discards the deuce of dubs. 

West tiiereiqNm shifts to a 
low diamond and. when 
declarer plays the king freon 
dummy, tbe defenders cadi 
three diamond tricks to put 
the omtract down two. If West 
had not switched to a 
diamond.'dectorer'would have 
made tbe contract eadfy. 

West's diamond lead at trid: 
four is based on East’s s^nals 
in spades and dubs. East 
signaled negativdy by idaying 
the deuce of each of those 
suits. In effect, East asked his 
partner to lead tbe only suit 
left -< diamonds. East’s 
negative signals thus 
prbdnced a positive result.

Tanks, troops advance on Kwangju 


Martial law authorities demand 
rebel students surrender weapons 


KWANGJU. South Korea, May 26 
(Agencies) — The South Korean army Mon- 
day moved tanks to the outskirts of die dty of 
Kwangju, breaking barricades to by to queU 
a week-old revolt and persuade student pro- 
testers to lay down their arms. 

The tanks, which had been perched on a 
hill about 15 kilometers ftYun the city center, 
moved forward in darkness during a heavy 
rain while the barricades were unmanned. 
One unit advanced about a kilometer and a 
half down a main boulevard while a second 
broke oEf and rumbled down a side street 
leading to the heart of the dty. 

Groups of soldiers, rifles ready, streamed 
in after the tanks rammed through barricades 
formed of bumt-out buses, trucks and cars. 
They encountered no re^stance. 

The martial law authorities bad sec noon 
Monday as the deadline for insu^ents to sur- 
render their weapons. It was the latest of 
many deadline that have come and gone 
unheeded and unenforced. 

Meanwhile, the governments of South and 
Niirth Korea traded allegations about the 
unrest. In Seoul, the culture and information 
nunister. Lee Kyu-Pyo, said Pyongyang 
would try to use the instabilior of South 
Korea to bring about uniQcatlon of North and 
South under Communist rule. 

He said North Korea staged a public rally 
in Pyongyang Sunday in support of the 
Kwangju insurgents. “ We sternly warn North

Khomeini 


tells Majlis 


TEHRAN. May 26 (AP) — Ayatollah 
Khomeini and Iranian President Abolhassan 
Bani-Sadr addressed members of Iran's new 
parliament as three European socialist lead- 
ers and a U.N. envoy visited Tehran to asses 
the siniadon of the U.S. hostages. 

Khomeini told the deputies, who meet for 
the first time Wednesday and are to decade 
Che fate erf the 53 hostages, Co adopt a foreign 
policy that follows “neither East nor WesC 
and to stay united. “ Vou should discuss, not 
fight.'* he said in a recorded speech broadcast 
Sunday by Tehran Radio. “ Even the discus- 
sion should be conducted in a mild Islamic 
manner. 

“You should not start by dividing yourse- 
lves into factions, as they used to do in former 
Majlis sessions." he said. 

The Islamic Republican Party, which is 
dominated by hardline Muslim clergymen, 
commands a majority in the new parliament, 
or Majlis, and many of its representatives are 
expected to insist some of the hostages be 
tried as spies. 

Bani-Sadr in his speech accused the U.S. 
government of “continuing to interfere in our 
domestic affairs*’ and attacked the Soviet 
government for interv’cning against the Mus- 
lim rebels in Communist-ruled Afghanistan. 

He told the Kremlin it was treating the 
Afghan nation as a “minor** and that “you 
are its guardian to protect it against an 
aggressor. But what greater oppression than 
the fact that you fail to regard a w'hole nation 
as worthy of deciding its own destiny." 

Chancellor Bruno Kreisky of Austria, 
former Prime Minister Olof Palme i:>f Sweden 
and Felipe Gonzalez, the chief of the Spanish 
Socialist party, arrived in Tehran Sunday on a 
“pure information trip" on behalf of the 
Socialist International. Kreisky said. 

The three met with Bani-Sadr and “discus- 
sed all aspects of the revolution." Kreisky 
reported. Palme added: “We discussed all 
relevant questions." 

The three were meeting with offleiais 
Monday and indicated they would leave Iran 
Monday night. 

U.N. Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim’s 
envoy. Syrian U.N. Ambassador Adib 
Daoudy. met with Foreign Minister Sad^h 
Ghotbzadeh and said the U.N. fact-finding 
commission that visited Iran earlier this year 
might be allowed to return to Tehran to com- 
plete its mission. He did not elaborate.

Foreign compounds chang 


Privilege isn^t all roses for Peking’s elite 


PEKING. May 26 tAP) — The dreaded 
Mrs. Wang is the nearest thing to the devil in 
Peking. Strong men quail when she appears 
on their threshold. 

A grinning, red-faced mem^r of the pre- 
IctariaL Mrs. Wang is supervisor of a com- 
pound for abiHit a thousand foreign journal- 
ists. 

She runs it with glacial indifference to the 
cries of pain which greet estimates of the high 
cost of installing kitchen shelves, painting a 
room, or hooking up air conditioners. 

She kno>h'S that no matter how much they 
may complain, there is nowhere else to go. 
She and her small army of plumbers, caipcn- 
ters. electricians, painters, garbage collectors 
and engineers are part of the Dtpknnatic Ser- 
vices Bureau. They and they alone are 
allowed to work for the immaecs of this 
HWguoreii (foreign) gfietio. one of three in 
Pcl^g. 


drivers who can't drive, interpreters who 
ought to go back to schiK>l. 

Nominal monthly salaries range from 180 
yuan ($120 for the m(.>st menial tasks to 1 000 
yuan ( $ 666) for the most skilled — nominal 
because the employee actually takes home 
only abi^ut 60 or 70 yuan. The rest goes into 
the pocket of the state. 

The apartments this bourgeois elite occupy 
vary widely in size, from I to 4 bedrooms, and 
in expense, from 400 yuan to ] ,200 yuan. 
Though the rooms are often large, heating in 
some is sporadic, hot water at’aiiable at the 
wrong hours, the drains smelly. Phalanxes of 
cockroaches arc in command in the kitchens. 


one taken later with Chinese friends, at a cost 
of three yuan. 

Despite all the luxuries, foreigners in Pek- 
ing &d existence can be hazardous or hostile. 
The hazards do not come from violent crime, 
which is rare, but from driving in Peking’s 
bityde-crammed streets. These wheeled 
anardiists ride against the traffic, cut in front 
of cars, and generally disregard all rules. The 
adventure acquires zest at night because 
headlights are forbidden. 


The inhabitants of these ^enos are the 
spoiled elite of a have-not society. Within tbe 
snug cocoons of their guarded and walled 
compounds, they live in luxury mixed with 
bort^om. If not for Mrs. Wang, many would 
have little to talk about. 

The services bureau coddles, serves and 
occasionally rips off the estimated 3.000 dip- 
lomats. foreign coire^tondents and their 
families now in the Chinese capital. 

It not only supplies living quarters — 
apartments of varying si« — but also per- 
sonnel to smooth out life's little worries. 
These induding interpreters. ciKiks. drivers, 
maids, office bc^s and Telex ('Operators. Ihe 
prospective employer has no choice but to 
'take what he is given and that vary from 
excellent to dismal. The ghettocs abound 
wiiii horror stories of conks who can't cix>k, 


Yet. life can be beautiful. Many of the 
cooks are masters of their art. able, with little 
notice, to whip up sumptuous dinners for a 
dozen guests. Part-time woiters or waitresses 
are available for about $ 15 an evening. 

They mix the drinks, empty the ashtrays, 
pass the snacks and serve the dinner guests 
with perfect savoir faire. When the affair is 
over, they wash and clean and leave the 
apartment sparkling. 


Another hazard is the dimatc. January 
brings penetrating cold and skin- crackling 
dryness. Air is poisoned by an outpouring of 
coal which induces wheezes, sniffles, 
coughs and galloping pneumonia. Spring 
brings budding trees but also Gobi Desert 
sandstorms. Summer heat prostrates. Only 
autumn — long, cool and dreamy — is ideal. 


If one tvishes to entertain out rather than at 
home, the ghetto has a wide variety of splen- 
did Chinese restaurants from which to 
choose. The prices alsit vary, depending on 
where you sit. 


Hostility, never openly apparent, is sensed 
in tile persistent measures to discourage con- 
tacts tetween Chinese and foreign gucste. 

While reaching out to the West, Chinese 
newspapers, politidans and bureaucrats con- 
tinue CO remind the Chinese of the dangers of 
revealing state secrets to foreigners. The 
imprestion given is that anyone foreign 
should be avoided. 


Foreigners almost invariably are taken to a 
special room, screened off from the hoi polloi 
in tbe restaurant. Cries of i/idignatioa may 
bring down the screens, but the price remains 
the same — * from seven to ten times that paid 
by the Chinese. 

In the leading Mongolian restaurant, for 
example, one American paid 25 yuan for a 
dinner behind screens whicii barely equalled 


Yet many foreigners get to know ordinary 
Chinese. A command of the language is 
important but not absolutely essential. 
Despite warnings from the government, most 
Chinese arc eager to befriend sympathetic 
forci^ers. Like their grandfathers and great 
giraadhithcrs. they are marvelously inquisi- 
tive about the foreign'* dabitze " (big nose). 

To be the guests of a Chinese in his house is 
a warming experience. It happens to few fore- 
igners in Peking. 


4 named 
in Abscam 


indictments 


WASHINGTON. May 26, (Newsday) — 
A federal grand jury last week handed tbe 

fine majtw mdictoieats in the FBTs coo- 
troversi^ Absqtin invest^tion, diacghxg 
three Pliiladelphia city counciimen and a 
lawyer witii a range of felony crimes that 
include conspiracy, racketeering and attemp- 
ted extortion. The indictments were returned 
in Phfladelphia. 

The four are accused of obtaining large 
cash payoffs from FBI undercover agents 
posing as representatives of Arab buriness- 
men vriio sougjht political favors. Tbe tiiree 
coundlmen are said to have promised to use 
their influence to help the Arabs with the 
construction of a Riiladelphia hotel. The 
attorney, Howard Criden, is accused of hav- 
ing solicited the money and, ux effect, of hav- 
ing brokered tbe deal. 

Lawyers fm* all four said that their clients 
would plead iimocent to the charges. lUchard 
Ben-Veniste, the lawyer for Griden, went to 
some lengths to belittle the govemmenfs 
case. 

“It sounds liJte a fantasy engrafted upon a 
fiction," he said. “There was a fictitious set of 
investDcs. There was fictitious hotel ooostruc- 
tioiL And on top of that, there' s the fantasy of 
these fictitious individuals passing out money 
left and ri^t and then dairmng they weie 
extorted" . 

The indictments were no suiprise — one of 
the coundlmen had said five weeks ago that 
be expected to be indicted in about a month 
and most defense lawyers assume more will 
follow. At least seven members of the Hewse 
of Representatives and one senator also have 
been implicated in the probe, and pro- 
secutors reportedly are presenting evidence 
against most of them to i^nd juries here and 
in New York. 

The indictments, however, are the first 
offida] buttressing of some of tbe allegations 
that have aj^peared in the press since Febru- 
ary, in which public officials have been 
accused, on the basis of unnamed sources, of 
trading tiieir official influence for cash pay- 
ments. 

In addition to Oiden, Mio is charged vrith 
solidting $ 18 .000 for his role in the transac- 
tions. those charged are: 

— George Schwartz, the Philadelphia city 
coundl president, charged with having 
accepted S 30,000 in payr^; 

— Hany Jannotti, the council's majority 
leader, charged wi^ having accepted $ 
10 , 000 . 

— Louis Johanson, a council member and 
a law partner of Criden's, diarged with hav- 
ing accepted $ 25.000. 

*rhe council membeis, all Democrats, were 
in kty positions to influence zoning dedsions 
and ^ other offidal favors for businessmen 
attemptii^ to locate in the dty. In this regard, 
the case is similar to allegations against the 
members of Congress, who are said to have 
obtained cash payments in some cases as 
much as $ 50,000 — after pronusing to use 
their influence on behalf of afictitious Arab 
sheik. 

While Che indictments were expected, 
some of the charges they contained were not. 
Both Ben-Veniste, a fonner prosecutor in the 
Watergate case, and Clayton Undercoffler, a 
fonner federal prosecutor in Philadelphia, 
said they were surprised that the government 
charged the men with attempted extortion, 
since tbe whole r^ration was, in effect, 
started by the government itself. 

“rmsu^risedbyit.** Undercofflersaid.**! 
think it raises real questions of whether there 
is any interference in interstate commerce, 
which that statute requires." 

The decision to in^'et cSiden also could 
coiiiplicate the goveramenfs case against 
several of the congressmen, since prosecutors 
ori^nally bad hoped to use the lawyer — said 
to have introduce some of the congressmen 
to the undercover agents — as a government 
wimess in those cases. It was Criden. for 
example, who is said to have accepted FBI 
cash on behalf of Representative Frank 
Tliompson of New Jersey, and Representa- 
tive John V, Murphy of New York, and pro- 
secutors had wanted him to testify to that 
effect 

By several accounts, however, Oiden 
^used to cooperate unless granted foil 
immunity from prosecution, and in the end 
the gewemment refiised to acc^t that sort of 
bargain. 

A question raised by this is whether the 
government now will be able to use informa- 
tion that Criden is said to have furnished 
voluntarily on the day he first was contacted 
tty the FBI and asked about his role in the 
sdieme.
